JGoubtedly doing so because of a very natural 
desire to come back into the lmelight from

[China ‘Thus in this area as well as in North 
[China, men of the Anfu clique are emerging 
from the obscurity in which they have dwelt 
for the last eleven years or so. Such men were 
Inever heart and soul with the Nationalist 
Government, and now an opportunity has been 
Jgiven them’ to reassert themsclves, and it is 
[but natural that they should take advantage of 
it. There should, however, be no mirunder- 
standing about ‘the character of this new 
government: it is of puroly Japanese creation. 
[For that reason the message sent to the new 
government by General Shunroku Hats, Com- 
Imander-in-chiet of the Japanese Expeditionary 
[Force in Central China will be read with no 
ttle interest and a degree of cynicism. The 
[Army i stated to be glad the New Government 
makes sts national principle the maintenance 
lof intimate relations and co-operation between 
Chine and Japan.” Of course it does. It would 
not be allowed to exist in Japaneso controlled 
territory if it did anything else, and it must 
Inever be forgotten that this new government 
which thas been inaugurated with such em- 
pressement in Nanking is a creature of tho 
Invading forees. ‘That Is not to say that sooner 
lor later some sort of civilian government would 
not have become necessary, or that Chinese 
should not take part in if. It ts obviously 
necessary in the interests of those Chinese who 
sul remain in this extensive region of the 
"scorched earth” that thoy should have some- 
lone to stand between them and the Japanese 
Army. Such a government may not be able 
to do any more, if as much, as the Manchoukuo 
Government. is able to do vis-devis of its 
Japanese advisers there. Its diticulties will be 
increased by the sullen rage of the people who, 
Ihave suffered the heaviness of Japan's military 
hand, who have been rendered destitute by the 
shocking warfare which it has- been said is 
[directed not against the Chinese people for 
[whom the Japanese claim to have a deep 
affection, but against a recaleitrant Nationalist 
Government which will not behave. ‘The new 
Central China Government will have all its 
[work cut out to secure the confidence of the 
people over whom it has been set. It will be 
faced with the enormous task of establishing 
Jan efficient administration throughout the large 
‘area over which It has assumed juricdietion, 
[subject at all times to the domination of Japan. 
Eventually the Japanese look forward to its 
lunifteation with’ the government alresdy es- 
tablished in Peiping.

‘THE RED SPEARS 


Whenever there is trouble in North China 
whether internal or due to outside pressure a1 
{in the present instance, there is a recrudescence 
of activity by the Red Spears. This peasants’ 
society is only one of a number which has been 
Jn existence for many years, disappearing at 
{intervals of prosperity. but reappearing when 
times are hard. ‘The story of the origin of the 
society, of which there were, a few years 
more than eighty different lodges," has be- 
come hopelessly confused by what has leaked: 
‘out about thelr ritual observances. ‘These latter’ 
fare, as usual in these societies, based upon some 
myth which points to an excellent moral, but 
probably in most cases have been corrupted by 
relics of still older rituals and practices which!

and some say even earlier. One of their ereeds| 
is that their rites make them invulnerable; a] 
belief which hag survived the proof of ‘its 
absurdity given by the easualties caused among 
the Boxers in 1900, and which has again had 
tragic results in the number of killed and 
‘wounded who, as deseribed in last week's issue, 
attempted an ‘attack on Chowtsun in Shantung, 
fand were greeted by Japanese machine-guns. 
‘The belief in invulnerability has always proved. 
‘an important part of the creeds of the lower: 
‘orders in North China's secret societies. With- 
out it in the days when bandits were not s0| 
well armed as they are now and freely plun- 
ered the peasant and farmer, there would. 
have been considerable difficulty in gaining 
recruits. ‘The Boxers had it, and most of the 
societies which have followed in their wake—a 
society founded by one Kao of Tehchow in’ 
‘Shantung, who posed as the adopted son of a. 
famous fairy; the Golden Bell Chimney Society; 
the Iron Coat Society; and the Hard Rellies of 
later years. Many more could be named, with 
their intriguing-sounding titles. But most of] 
them have now been limped under the more’ 
general nomenelatures of Red Spears and Black’

"It was clear at 
the time, and is even more manifest now, that | 
had the Couneil conceded Japanese demands 
the international character of the administra 
tion would have been sadly changed, and the 
international partnership. which "is the 
basis of the government of the Settlement 
would have been transformed into Japanese 
control. ‘The international character of those 
portions of Shanghai north of the Yangking- 
Pang dates practically from the very begin- 
ning of their history, and the Council would 
have betrayed it if they had consented to the 
demands which were made. It would, how-. 
ever, have been equally to be reprehended if 
it had failed to find a compromise between 
complete acceptance and rejection. In the| 
search for that compromise the members of| 
Council have spent many anxious weeks, and| 
the document which has now been made 
Dublic represents a very sincere desire to 
meet Japanese aspirations without unduly 
interfering with the structure of the whole 
administration, 


In order to meet the Japanese desire for 
greater participation in ‘the administration, 
‘the Couneil considered, that the request made| 
in regard to the Police Force, should be met 
‘as far as possible without any impairment of| 
‘efficiency, but it takes occasion to emphasize 
that the prineiple of partnership applies over 
the whole of the Settlement, and not merely’ 
to one part of it. Tt is consequently urged 
upon the Japanese authorities that’ simul- 
taneously with the changes which the Council 
‘are prepared to make in its organization to 
meet the desires of tne Japanese community, 
the Japanese authorities should assist the 
return to norinal by taking all practicable| 
steps to restore full Council controt in the| 
areas north of the Soochow Creek at the| 
earliest possible time. As partners in the| 
International Settlement, the Japanese com- 
munity are naturally expected to realize the| 
propriety of such a request, and the desir 
ability that It should be met, in the sane 
spirit with which the Council are seeking to 
meet Japanese requirements. ‘The Council 
has not found it practicable forthwith to| 
amalgamate the Foreign and Japanese| 
branches of the police force, and instead has| 
‘suggested a gradual transition as a result of| 
which, the Japanese requirements wil! be met, 
and the present differentiation between for- 
ign and Japanese members of the force will 
be wiped out. ‘That will necessitate an im- 
provement in the type of Japanese joining 
the force, a wider knowledge of English 
amongst them and the qualification by neces- 
sary experience to occupy the ranks which 
‘would ultimately be open to them as a result 
of the scheme which the Council propounds. 
Japanese will now join the police as pro- 
bationary sergeants, and not as constables as 
heretofore, placing new recruits, whether’ 
Japanese or foreign, on exactly the same| 
footing. After three years service and the 
passing of the necessary qualifying cxamina~ 
tion, they will be promoted to full sergeants, 
and’ it is apparent from the Council's reply.

*| With regard to the Secretariat the Council 
hhas adopted the only possible attitude. There 

can only be one head of that important de- 
partment, and the appointment of another 
high Japanese official to that department is| 
unnecessary in view of the fact that the 
Japanese have adequate representation there| 
already in the person of the Japanese Deputy 
Secretary, with rights to communicate with 
heads of ‘all departments and to attend all 
important conferences in which affairs con- 
cerning the Japanese community are dis- 
cussed. From the summary of the Council's 
reply, it is to be assumed that no changes are. 
contemplated in other departments of the| 
administration. Will the Japanese accept! 
what the Council offers? That remains to) 
be seen, but it is sincerely hoped they will, 
for it represents a very real desire on the 
art of the Counei! for co-operation with the!

it should be referred to when considering the] 
developments which are taking place in 
‘Czechoslovakia, where the Government Is

Sudetic Germans under the leadership of Dr. 
Konrad Henlein, Latest reports indicate that 
the Sudetie Germans are rapidly increasing) 
in strength, as witness the dissolution of the 
German Provisional Party, under Herr Alois 
Stenzel and its absorption by the Sudetic 
Party and the merger with the Germaa| 
‘Agrarian League. In the meantime the Gover! 
‘ment, seeking to placate its German population, 
fs preparing to grant them proportional repre- 
sentation and a proportion of offices co 
sonant with their numerical strength, Will, 
they be in time to save the integrity of the 
country? That is the question which is 
puzzling most of the democracies in Europe, 
but judging trom what Herr Hitler has 
written, and the manner in which he has!

able to fulfl her commitments to other 
Powers, ‘That is a most reassuring and| 
statesmanlike declaration and should make| 
it quite clear to the whole world exactly 
where Great Britain stands on subjects about} 
which there appears to have been some| 
degree of uncertainty, If the speech were! 
necessary for home comsumption it was even!| 
more desirable for communication to  the| 
world at large, It does not mean that Mz.’ 
Chamberlain is following a policy of peace at 
any price, but realizing from bitter experience 
that there are no winners in war, he makes| 
it plain that there were vital’ issues in| 
existence which would lead Britain to.fight if 
they were menaced. The safely of the: 
British Empire and its people is a vital 
essential, and the Prime Minister is assured, 
that those people would rise to any call to’ 
take action tadefend themselves. ‘There has: 
been no change of general policy, but the: 
assumption of an attitude necessitated by| 
recent developments in Europe. That need] 
not necessarily mean that the ‘ prineiples| 
adopted in the past have been thrown over-| 
board—the Prime Minister makes it clear| 
that has not been, and is" not being done—| 
but that what it is believed are but temporary | 
realities are being faced in a realistic manner.

Minister's speech failed to contain a note of! 
confidence and resolution, and that the Gov- 
‘ernment failed to realise the full gravity of] 
the situation and the need for positive, not] 
mere negative action, was to be expected| 
from the Opposition.’

‘mitments are automatic, and it is but right 
‘that such should be rigidly limited. ‘That 
poses two alternatives. Should Great Britain 
forthwith assure France of support in al 
military way if she is called upon to im-' 
plement her obligations to Czechoslovakia! 
owing to German aggression, or should she| 
immediately declare readiness to act mili- 
tarily, in resistance, in any forcible inter:| 
ference with the independence and integrity 
of the Czechoslovaks and invite other nations 
to associate themselves with such a declara~_ 
tion? Under either alternative the decision| 
as to whether or not Britain would find herself 
involved in war would be automatically’ 
removed from the Government's discretion. 
‘That as Mr. Chamberlain rightly contended 
‘was a position which the Government could 
not see its way to accept, and with that 
opinion there will be general concurrence. 
‘While it is impossible for the United Kingdom 
to return to a policy of isolation with regard 
to Europe, that is no reason whatever why. 
the government should embark upon a policy 
which would inevitably lead to an extension 
of such entanglements as fhis question of 
Czechoslovakia presents. The fewer the 
commitments Britain has in Europe the 
better, and the greater probability of the 
contribution to general peace which she is 
preparing under her defence programme. 
‘The time has passed when it might have been 
possible to secure peace though weakness, and 
it has been forcibly brought home that the| 
‘only possible policy that ean now be followed | 
fs one of peace through strength. That that 
amounts to a mioral deterioration of the 
European situation has to be accepted with 
the greatest regret. ‘There is in too many 
European countries a spirit of aggression 
‘abroad. So long as its activities are confined 
to matiers which do not vitally affect Britisn 
interests all that is necessary is to watch it 
with a wary eye and preparedness for all 
developments, ‘That, Mr. Chamberlain as- 
sured the House of Commons, he is doing, and 
though his leadership may not be as inspired 
‘as the Opposition would like it to be, it shows] 
every sign of being a cautious leadership and 
‘one which may steer the ship of state through 
the very troubled waters it is encountering. 
‘There is about the Prime Minister a sanity of 
‘outlook which seems to be missing from many 
of those who have recently so roundly criti 
cised him, and if ever sanity were wanted in 
the world it is precisely at this juncture. In 
the circumstances it has to be admitted that! 
‘Mr, Chamberlain has made a very substantial 
contribution to the cause of peace, There! 
should now be no misunderstanding of Great 
Britain’s attitude, and if it proves disappoint-| 
ing to somo, to the majority of the British| 
people it will undoubtedly be a great rellef| 
that while Great Britain will not be pre-|

Porfirio Daiz, who, with the excep- 
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| tion of four years, ruled Mexico from 1876 to 
1011, internal disturbances in Mexico in 
which no fewer than eleven presidents Sguzed 
have continued with varying degrees of 
{intensity and considerable irietion—amount- 
ing almost to a stale of war—arose 
with the United States. In 1014, Venustiano 
Carranza assumed control of the’ government 
{introducing anti-foreigh legislation and giving 
every indication of xenophobla, He started 
off with the seizure of many properties, some 
of them being British, and. this led tothe 
refusal of she British Government to recognize 
hhis administration, The degree to which 
Carranza departed from his declaration of 
neutrality during the Great War undoubtedly 
influenced the British Government when this 
policy was adopted. Following Carranza's fall 
brought about by a further revolution in 1920, 
when he is believed to have been shot by: the 
insurgents, de la Huerta became provistonal 
President, and he, on: December 1, 1920, as 
succeeded by General Obregon, whose ‘coup 
état had brought about Carranza’s downfall. 

‘The new government.determined to uphold 
the Carranza constitution. drawn up in’ 1017 
which had led to confiscatory measures. in 
connection with the nationalization of the 
petroleum of the country, and contained, 
‘among other departures ‘rom the accepted 
comity of nations, provisions restricting’ the 
Tights of foreigners which’ caused” the 
British, American, French and, Belgian gov- 
‘exnments to adopt a policy of non-recognition 
of Obregon's administration. Under . his 
regime hundreds. of properties were ex- 
Propriated without compensation. ‘Consider- 
‘able foreign indignation was aroused and 
protests were made, but eventually all the 
Powers with the exception of Great Britain 
conceded recognition, the latter holding out 
until 1925 when relations between the two 
countries were reestablished. ‘The passage of 
Jegislation providing for expropriation ‘may 
make that provess perfectly “Jegal-so far as 
[the country itself is concerned, but the fact 
is Whine the Jegislation iteelt is just as, immoral 
4s the end which the legislature had’in view. 
‘There have “been expropriations, of “land 
‘where-compensation has been pald.in bonds 
which have sadly depreciated, ‘There are 
indications in the reports which are coming 
to haid that President Cardenas's Govern= 
ment is seeking to creato counterclaims 
against the companies they have’ contisca 
to offset the demands for compensation 
are being made, ‘Those counterclaims ‘will 
undoubtedly be heard by the Mexican Courts, 
and, , in furtherance of the Government's 
policy, will be held to be valid, a proceeding 
just a5 immoral as the original expropriation. 
What the Mexican government. has un~ 
doubtedly had in mind ever since the passage 
‘of Carranza’s constitution has been the con- 
fscation of the property of the gringoes, and 
of recent years the socialization of the whole 
country, President Cardenas has apparently 
timed his stroke for a moment when it was 
thought: European. preoccupations would 
prevent energetic action by either the United 
States or Great Britain, and. is another 
example of the deterioration of international 
‘morality which is giving rise to such universal 
anxiety. But there is something more. As 
this journal has already ‘said the poor state

It is reported from Mexico City that the

{s falling, and in view of these facts the claim 
of the Mexican Legation that the country is 
orderly and prosperous must be taken’ for 
‘exactly what it appears to be worth, and that 
is not very much, It is clear from the reports 
appearing in to-day's issue that the Unit 
Slates is in a position to being very consider= 
able pressure’ to bear upon Mexico, The 
United States can, if it so desires, decide to 
‘abrogate the USMexico silver agreement 
major factor in the stabilization of the 
Mexican currency. The decision will not be 
taken until after April 1, but if the U.S. 
Treasury decides to cease the purchase of 
silver from Mexico as from that date a severe 
blow will be struck at the flnancial structure 
of the country, and probably reduce the pesos 
to lower levels than It has at present reached, 
‘That might have very. serious effects upon

QUICKER AIR MAILS 


Reports from Hongkong state that starting on 
Aprit 10, air mail transit time by Imperial Air- 
‘ways between the Colony and London will be 
substantially reduced. ‘The present time is eight 
days and a recent schedule provided for a redue~ 
tion to seven days, but this has been drastically 
‘changed and the new plans are for a reduction| 
fo five and a half days between the two points, 
which approximates the goal of air mail time] 
which inspired the establishment of the route. 
Eight days to London has been of great advan-| 
tage to Hongkong, but Shanghai has not profited 
0 much even when there was direct air mail 
service between Shanghai and Hongkong. With’ 
only a weekly air service to England and two 
train services a week across Siberia, in many 
‘cases the advantage has been small in view of 
the comparative times taken for transport of 
mails with the frequency of the Siberian serviee| 
overwelghing the infrequency of the air service. 
Since the air service to Hongkong was suspended 
tnd only a steamer link existing to bridge the| 
gap in communications, the advantage to| 
Shanghai has been even less. In certain cases 
now the speeding up of the service from Hon 

Kong {0 the new limit, with careful calculation 
of steamer mail despatches from Shanghai, ought 
to be an Improvement even on the original direct 
air mail from Shanghai. Incidentally, it is 
further reported that in: four months’ time the| 
new 25-ton flying boats will be operating out of 
Fongkong which will add to passenger amenities 
fon Imperial Airways.

MARTIAL LAW IN HONGKEW 


Japanese Killed in District: Sudden Closing of 
Areas Causes Trouble for Briton 


‘ARTIAL law was suddenly clamped on all districts north of 
“the Soochow Creek, for the first time since the cessation of 


hostilities in the Shanghai area, 


on March 22 when a Japanese 


was shot dead in North Szechuen Road by an unknown assailant. 
‘The sudden closing of all bridges and areas across the creek proved 
fa considerable discomfort to many hundreds who had reason to 
go over the creek at the time, and is believed to have been the 
cause of an incident at Lay Road Bridge in Yangtszepoo Road, 
leading to the detention by the Japanese of Mr. R. T. Oates, British

A Tonkinese sentry on guard 
fat the concentration camp for 
Chinese soldiers at 388 Route 
de Sleyes was fatally wounded 
‘on the night of March 22 when 
‘a number of men attempted to 
escape from the camp, it was 
earned on March 23.

He was not allowed to communicate 
with anybody by telephone. 

‘All those "in the building were 
jordered by the Japanese party to! 
Teave the premises before 330 p.m. 
Not until ‘then was the foreigner: 
allowed to use the telephone. ‘Trucks 
‘were then called to convey all those 

wide to the Bund, 

‘The two notices in Chinese were 
posted on the gate by the Japanese 
Party before they left the ‘building.

JAPANESE SOLDIER’ 
ATTACKS REPORTER 


Member of Staff of N.-C.D.N. 
Manhandled in Hongkew 


‘An assault was made by an armed 
fapanese soldier on Mr. V. F. Mels- 
ling. “North-China Daily - News" 
reporter, at 2 pm, on March 26 
in Tiendong Road across from 
the New Asia Hotel. ‘The soldier, 
altached temporarily to the Japanese 
Gendarmerie, came running out. of 
the lobby as the American journa 
attempted to photograph the decor- 
ated entrance to the hotel. struck him 
a number of blows with his clenched 
fats. pulled his nocktie, searched him, 
nnd then pushed him aerons the street 
‘and Into’ the hotel. Mr. Melsting.. 
who did’ not endeavour to defend 
himself, was hit four times in the 
chest and three or four times in the 
back. “One blow was directed at the 
smali camera he was carrying, after| 
hhe had put it in his coat pocket. 
‘Witnesses of the assault’ were (wo 
Indian watchmen and some Chinese 
who appeared out of the hotel. When 
Mr. Meisling arrived in Tiendong 
Road, only the watchmen were in the 
street and they made no objection to 
his opening his camera and {raining 
it-on the hotel entrance, which was] 
adorned with the banner of the new | 
Central ‘Chinese régime and the| 
Japanese flag, crossed. There was no| 
Japanese, elvilian or military, in 
Hight. Suddenly, however. the Japan- 
ese soldier appeared from 
hotel, ran across the street 
started to strike the newspaper-man. 
‘Mr. Meisling tried to make the 
soldier understand, by gestures, that 
he had taken no pictures of the hotel 
ut he failed to plaeate the man. The 
soldier, who was short a 
apparently soucht {0 hi 
in the face. Mr. Moisling, however. 
standing well over six fect, the xen- 
darme only managed to pommel the 
upper part of his chest. He further 
hit the small of his back. pulled his 
necktie, and searched him, before 
shoving him towards the hotel en- 
{trance—all the while addressing him 
fn Japanese. ‘The Indian watchmen 
followed the pair across the strect. 
Tnside the lobby. Mr. Meisling was 
denied the use of a telephone and. 
was told by a Chinese to wait, after 
He had presented his card. At this 
feneture a Japanese civilian, who ap- 
peared to be an official. waiked over 
to him from the back of the lobbyiand 
asked him, in English, what had hap- 
pened. The Japanese civilian said a 
few words to the gendarme and then 
told Mr. Meisling in English that he| 
was free to go and fo take the picture! 
of the hotel entrance.

at Amoy. Many British hospitals 
hhave had sudden and heavy burdens 
thrust upon them as they have been 
called on to care for sick refugees, 
air-rald vielims and wounded soldiers. 
‘The Ministry of Health of the Chinese 
Government has. itself contributed 
more than $200,000 for the assistance 
‘of mission hospitals of all nationall- 
ies but a great deal more was re- 
‘quired to meet the larger needs, and 
the patients themselves have for the 
most part been unable to pay the

proportion of thelr running expenses. 
‘Reeordingly, sums of money In pro:

‘annual report, last year proved a 
record year for China in spite of the 
serlous situation which arose later on 
as the result of Sino-Japanese hostll- 
tes. ‘The total customs revenue col- 
lection for the year 1997 showed an 
Increase of over $18% million, local 
currency or 5% per cent. over the 
revenue collection for 1936, 

During the seven months period 
January-July, the average monthly 
collection was $37.5 million, whereas. 
following the outbreak of ‘hostilities 
the average monthly collection for 
the five months period August 
December was $10.1 million only. 
‘The total collection for the period 
prior to hostilities was close upon 
$100 million higher than for the cor- 
Tesponding period of 1936, $80 million 
of this increase being under the head- 
Ing of Import duty, while for the 
second period following the outbreak 
‘of hostilities collection fell to $80.6 
million, ag against $159.5 million in 
1936, It is safe to assume, therefore 
that’ but for the incidence of hostili- 
ties the customs revenue collection 
for the year 1937 would have sur~ 
passed the record collection of 
$385,000,000 (excluding native customs 
duty and junk dues) made in 1991 
by @ generous margin, 


‘The Undeclared War 

‘The undeclared Sino-Japanese War, 
which had its origin on July 7, 1937, 
in the neighbourhood of Wanping: 
hisien, some few miles south of Pei 
ping, and eventually spread over the 
greater part of northern China and 
considerable areas inthe northern 
‘Yangtze Valley, has brought. chaos, 
“disorder ond misery to the cities and 
provinees effected, Although the for- 
lgn administered areas of Shain 
south of the Soochow Creek suffered 
‘comparatively minor damage except 
‘on two or three occasions during the 
early part of hostilities, the sur. 
rounding districts were to a very 
large extent almost completely de- 
molished in the course of hostlities| 
and in the successive holocausts that 
followed. ‘The toll of deaths and in- 
Jurles amongst foreigners was com- 
paratively light, but damage 
forelgn-owned property was exten- 
sive. It 1s too early yet to foresee 
what the outcome will be as far as: 
Shanghai ig concerned, but this great 
city has risen trom other ealamiti 
although probably never so serious 
with greater strength and I feol sui 
that ‘although Shanghai's greatness 
for the moment appears to have re- 
celved a setback, as soon ag condi- 
tions become normal again, the 
development of Shanghat will’ forgo 
ahead ond its future be assured. Tt 
may have been retarded, but Shang- 
hal will remain the sole important 
port of entrance and exit to one of 
the most extensive trading regions in 
China, and, for that matter, inthe 
world, ‘The immediate future cannot 
be regarded without some pessimism, 
Dbut Shanghat's future in the long run 
lg assured, geographically, commer- 
clally and ‘Anancially, 

‘As a direct outcome of the new 
situation which hos arisen in Shang- 
‘hal many delleate polnts have arisen 
both In. connection with the local 
foreign administrations and certain 
Chinese Government departments, 
particularly the Customs. 

‘Smuggling 

‘The smugeling situation in North 
China continued to take a heavy toll 
of the customs revenues in that 
region, Since the advent of hostili- 
les large quantities of Japanese 
goods have entered Shanghai too 
without payment of duty. ‘This was 
Aiscontinued, I understand, on 
‘March 1. ‘The Japanese authorities 
stated that military supplies would 
‘bo brought to China without pay-

‘The servicing of loans and indem- 
nities secured on the customs re- 
venue has continued undisturbed and 
the Japanese authorities have stated 
that as long as funds are available 
these will not suffer, ‘The situation 
regarding the service of railway and 
‘certain other loans is, however, not 
‘s0 happy, and time alone will show 
to what extent these will remain 
unpaid. 

Railway, air and road communica 
tions continued to make considerable 
‘advances during the year and an 
ambitious five-year plan was 
nounced calling for the annual con- 
struction of 1,100 kilometres a year 
of railway, or’8500 kilometres in all. 
‘This would almost double the exist- 
Ing mileage, Considerable develop- 
ment and expansion in the railway 
[system of China had been undertaken | 
by the Central Government, comple- 
tion ef which would undoubtedly 
have ‘benefited this country, It is 
one of the tragedies of this unde- 
clared war that this development has 
hot only been stopped, but in many 
cases destroyed. Considerable pro- 
ress was made in long-distance {ele- 
phone communication and on May 19, 
1997, radio telephone service was in- 
augurated between the U.S.A. and 
China.

Drs, Brugeas and Malval 
Honoured by; Government

and Dr. Jean Malval, both of whom 

Professors at Aurora University, 
hhave recently. been decorated by the 
French Government. Dr. Brugeas has 
‘been created OMeer of the Legion 
J¢'Honneur, and Dr, Malval Chevaller 
of the ' Legion" d'Honneur. Dr. 
Brugeas’ decoration in the nature of 
promotion, as he is already a 
Chevalier of the Legion «’Honnewr. 
Dr. Brugeas served in the French 
Navy during the Great War, and 
fat the conclusion of hostilities "he 
Joined “a colonial regiment, later 
being transferred to a light infantry 
regiment. He was wounded in 1015 
while taking part in an engagement 
at Linge Kopf, and received the 
Megailie’ Militaire and the Croix 
de Guerre for gallantry on “this 
occasion, Rejoining the French Navy. 
he served on a hospital ship and 
Anished his war service at Odessa. 
He was created Chevalier of the 
Legion d'Honneur in 1020, 

‘Later, Dr. Brugeas came out to 
China as surgeon on the Doudart de 
Lagree, and was aboard her when 
she ran aground as the result of a 
tidal wave, In 1924, he applied for 
permission to resign from the ser- 
viee, and on his discharge became a 
professor of surgery at Aurora 
University. In 1928, he retired with 
the rank of surgeon-commander in 
the Naval Reserve, 

Dr. Malval was born at Dijon on 
October 7, 1001. He entered the 
training school for naval and colonial 
doctors in 1920, and later joined the 
French Army, being sent io Tehad, 
where he remained from 1925 to 
1829. He ig the holder of the medal 
of epidemics and Is a Chevalier of 
the Black Star of Benin. Dr. Malval 
‘came to China to Join the French 
forces Shanghai, with whom he. 
served from 1930 to 1993. He has 
been attached to Aurora Unitersity 
since 1934.

Harbour Master Complains 
of Accumulation 


AU a meeting of the Works Com- 
mittee of the Shanghai Municipal 
Couneil held on March 22, a letter 
addressed to the Commissioner of 
Public Works by the” Acting. Har- 
our Master was submitted, in 
which attention was drawn to the 
congestion and condition of mooring 
facilities along the Bund, brought 
‘about by the hostilities which In his 
‘opinion constituted a definite danger 
to shipping which “should not be

BANKNOTES ALLOWED 
TO PASSENGERS 


‘Travellers are Forbidden to 
Carry Over $500 


Chinese banknotes amounting to 
over $800 may only be brought to 
Shanghai or Hongkong at the ap- 
proval of the Chinese authorities, as 
otherwise the entire amount will’ be 
confiscated, according to a Chinese 
report received here on March 25. 

‘This new ruling was reported to 
have been promulgated by — the 
Ministry of Finance and the Customs 
authorities at Canton, Amoy, Wen- 
‘enow and other places have been duly 
notified. 

“According to the new ruling, the

worth over $509 have also been asked 
{to apply for permits from the auth- 
corities, according to the report.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


Veterinary Division Dealing Mainly with Food 
Supplies and Precautions Taken 


LTHOUGH the first part of the year was normal and satisfactory 
in every respect, with some increase in activities, the dis- 

turbances during the latter part affected all branches of the 

Veterinary Division of the Council's Health Department. 

Dealing with the Settlement’s Milk Supply, this section of the 
annual report of the Department states that the average daily milk 
production was 36,042 Ibs., an increase of 8.13 per cent. over 1936. 

Seventeen dairies licensed by the Council were directly affected 
by hostilities, and whilst some managed to evacuate their herds 
into the Settlement, others were forced to let the animals loose and 


leave them to their 





te, The resultant. reduction in the number 


of milk producing animals, in conjunction with a severe outbreak 
‘of Foot and Mouth Disease and, later, a shortage of fodder, caused 
‘the average daily milk production to drop to nearly half by towards 


‘the close of the year. 

Prices have been steady during 
1937, but, due to considerable in 
reage In cost of fodder, a number of 
dairies raised thelr prices slightly in 
‘November. 

Tt is gratifying to note that none 
‘of the samples of milk taken from 
Hieensed dairies were found to bk 
‘adulterated; the 2 per cent, unsatis- 
factory samples belng due to ‘deil- 
eney in fat and/or sollés-not 
‘THE is noteworthy, since 8 pet cent. 
‘of the samples of milk from unlicens- 
fed dairies were found to be unsatis: 
factory, 07.6 per cent. of the total 
number of unsatisfactory samples

Police Kill One, Wound 


Three Armed Robbers : 


Many Pedestrians Suffer in Grim: Encounter 


'N one of the fiereest gun fights between poliee and armed robbers 


in Shanghai for many years, 


‘one robber was shot dead, three 


others wounded, one suspect wounded, the master of the house 
where the robbery occurred wounded, one pedestrian ‘killed ané

Outstanding in the gun battle, in 
which great heroism was displayed 
by the entire police party, were a 
courageous attick upon an armed 
robber by Inspector Everest, “who 
{eked the man after he had ex- 
hhausted all "Wis ‘ammunition; the 
action of Sergeant W. H. Johnson, on 
patrol in the vieinity, who quickly 
Joined in the affray although he had. 
rno steel vest; the shooting down of 
two robbers by a party led by’ In~ 
spector S, V. Gash; and of a third by.

Course of the Share Markets, Extraneous ‘Influences: 
Volatile Wall Street 


TPUIS is the third of a series of articles on the above subject. 
‘The first {wo appeared on March 16 and 23, and the conclud- 
ing article will appear in next issue. 

From 1932, when depression reached its depths, to 1935 stocks 
of commodities fell by 17 per cent. and in the first nine months 
vf 1936 by a further 12 per cent.; the accelerated pace of the 
decline was matched by the rise in prices, as shown by the Econo- 
mist index (1927-100);—end December 1932 G1.1; 1935 71.4; 1936 
79.8; the greater part of the rise being compressed into the last 
quarter of 1936, By the end of March 1937 the Index stood at 87.2. 

Until the latter part of 1936 the markets had merely responded 
to the broadening demands of industry and the climination of 
surplus supplies of practically all commodities. At this stage Great 
Britain announced her decision to re-arin, entailing the purchase 
of large quantities of raw materials; the gold bloc countries at last 
submitted to devaluation and the tri-partite currency pact between 











England, France and America came into being. 


‘The commodity markets were ripe 
for the boom which immediately 
slarted and was accentuated by the 
incursion of speculators from all 
sides Including professionals who saw 
ho further scope for profits in ine 
ternational currency operations. With 
consumption rising faster than pro

safe. We cannot be certain that the!

Like many of his fellow Princes, 
he was also a great sportsman. In 
hhis day ‘he. was considered one of 
the finest rieketers that India has 
ever, "produced. Later, when no] 
mnger young by the siandards of 
‘cricket, he could still, despite added 
weight, wield the bat with the eye, 
the hands and the feet of a master. 

‘The innings which he played 
against the strong MCC. team. at 
Delhi in 1934 proved that he still 
had few equals and even fewer 
‘superiors at the game; and although 
he could no longer run very fast, 
his eye appeared: to be as accurate 
as ever, He was still « splendid field 
‘at silly point and a useful change 
bowler, 

‘The Maharajah was also a first rate 
shot and a.keen breeder of game 
dogs. "He owned the largest kennel 
jin India and was vice-president of 
the Indian Kennel Association. His 
‘ther ‘recreations included polo and 
mnotoring. 

'No Indian Prince of his time had 
s0 fine a collection of decorations 
and only.a few could boast the pos 
ession of so many precious stones. 
When clothed ‘in oriental taste, the 
Mashing riches of ‘the jewels which 
‘adorned his person were equal to the 
‘most exacting demands of Indian 
Tomanee and tradition.

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BRITAIN’S HUGE BUDGET 


By 0. M, Gases 


‘The fiyst instalment of Budget estimates) 
recently published is an ugly reminder that’ 
whatever Government ig in power unanswer- 
able excuses are found for spending more| 
und more every year. Without defence forees| 
—Army Navy and Air—or debt services, the| 
estimates are already £519,402,315, whieh is| 
£20,000,000 more than last ‘year. “The 
‘Times” ‘anticipates that the total expendi 
ture will exceed £1,000 millions and con- 
gratulates ils readers on this proof of the 
Government's confidence that no backward! 
trend in industry is to be feared, 

That of course is one point of view. The| 
old-fashioned principle of putting something| 
aside for a rainy day is another, now, at least 
in practice, entirely discredited. When the 
National Government came into power in 
1931, its strongest appeal was economy and: 
reduced taxation. 

But expenditure has steadily risen and| 
taxation is higher than seven years ago. In 
this_year’s estimates one notices an addition 
of £6,500,000 to expenditure on roads. This| 
is in fact, pure luxury the practical effect of 
which will be merely to enable motorists to 
save three or four minutes at various points. 
Very nice but not in the least necessary. 

‘The huye expenditure by Geverament 
naturally sets a bad example to the munici~ 
palities. Every week a new loan is announced 
by some borough council, and then the 
rates go up again. ‘The suspicion that these 
borrowings ave largely for luxuries is sup- 
ported by experience in my little district 
ouside London, where our borough council. 
a few years ago wanted to build itself 
grandiose town hall, We all kicked so 
violently that the scheme was dropped, with 
no damage that ean be seen to the gouneil’s 
work,
